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Sumpter Treasurer 
Alan Bates dead at 73

Sumpter Township Treasurer Alan D. 
Bates died of an apparent heart attack on the 
morning of Christmas 
Eve at the age of 73. He 
was alone, not feeling 
well, and called 911. 

Mr. Bates was elected 
to his first official term 
as treasurer on Nov. 8 
and sworn in for four 
years on Nov. 22. 

Mr. Bates, a retired 
builder, was elected to four-year terms as 
trustee from 2004 through 2012-16. In 2004 
he started his collection of Independents 
and piled them up neatly week after week. 
The papers recorded the current history of 
the township. Sometimes Mr. Bates would 
ask the editor to publish more stories where 
“Sumpter” is in the headline. 

When Supervisor Johnny Vawters resigned 
due to ill health in 2014, Treasurer John 
Morgan moved up to take the supervisor’s 
position and Trustee Bates was put into the 
treasurer’s position. 

He missed the Dec. 13 meeting of the 
Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
because he wasn’t feeling well, but he said 
it had nothing to do with his heart. 

Mr. Bates grew up in Dearborn Heights 
and attended his 50™ class reunion there. 
He was a big fan of the University of 
Michigan. He never married and had no 
children, but he had two nephews in Ohio 
who planned to attend his funeral. 

Mr. Bates was invited to join the Sumpter 
family of James and Joanne Posegay 
and their daughter Lori Demond and her 
family. He became part of the family and 
they spent holidays together and were very 
close. 

Mr. Bates lived in the township for 36 
years. He held a Bachelor of Business 
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Administration degree from Eastern 
Michigan University. 

He built many homes in Sumpter 
Township over the years, including all of 
the houses on Claxton Drive, and most of 
the homes on Kozma. 

After he retired, his life revolved around 
Sumpter Township and the Parks and 
Recreation Commission. He served as 
Sumpter’s parks administrator and watched 
over the parks, obtaining grants for their 
upgrades. He also managed the township’s 
website. 

During his recent election campaign, 
Mr. Bates said he has built many houses 
in Sumpter Township and in 2004 he was 
asked to run for the office of trustee and he 
felt it was time to give back to Sumpter. 

Under state law, the township has 45 
days to appoint someone to fill a vacant 
elected position or the county will appoint 
someone. 

Funeral services will be held at 11 a.m. 
Friday, Dec. 30, at David C. Brown Funeral 
Home, Belleville. He will be buried in 
Belleville’s Hillside Cemetery. 

Visiting hours at the funeral home were 
held from 4 to 8 p.m. on Wednesday, Dec. 
28, and will continue from 2 to 8 p.m. on 
Thursday, Dec. 29.

City Council doesn’t like Chamber 
plan to add 21 festival rides downtown

Belleville’s police chief, fire chief, and 
most of the city council didn’t like the 
Chamber of Commerce’s proposal to bring 
up to 21 more children’s carnival rides 
downtown to side streets during Strawberry 
Festival. 

On Dec. 19 at the regular city council 
meeting after a long discussion on the 
proposal, Michael Dotson, president of the 
Belleville Area Chamber of Commerce, 
told the council the chamber will “have 
to go back to the table to sharpen our 
pencils.” 

He said he would take the comments 
back to the chamber. Dotson said no way 
does the chamber wish to make the city 
have safety issues. 

But, that’s just what Police Chief Hal 
Berriman and Fire Chief Brian Loranger 
said would happen if Third Street were full 
of carnival rides. That’s the street they use 


to cut through the booths downtown to get 
to the other side of town in emergencies. 
Otherwise, they would have to go all the 
way around, they said. 

Also, using those streets for more rides 
would result in a lack of parking in those 
areas for vendors on Main Street and also 
calls from neighbors about the noise in 
their residential neighborhoods. 

Dotson presented the proposal to move 
more children’s rides from St. Anthony’s 
to Main Street to make it more family 
oriented. 

Paul Henning passed out hand-drawn 
maps of the downtown area with circles 
indicating where new rides were proposed, 
which included the parking lot of Chase 
Bank, the parking lot behind the museum 
and in the middle of Third and Fourth 
streets and on the property next to the 
Chamber office. This is in addition to the 
usual ferris wheel at Fifth Street and the

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VBT enacts moratorium on applications for marijuana facilities

Atits Dec.20 regular meeting the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees unanimously 
approved enacting a moratorium to defer 
the review of applications pertaining to 
Medical Marijuana Cultivation Facilities 
until May 20, 2017. 

The township had adopted an ordinance in 
June to allow up to six primary caregivers 
to get together to grow their allowed plants 
in a facility in an Industrial zoning district. 
The ordinance prohibited dispensaries. 

Ron Akers, director of planning 
and economic development, sent a 
letter to Supervisor Kevin McNamara 
recommending the moratorium based on 
a new law that takes effect in December 
2017. 

He said under the Medical Marihuana 
Facilities Licensing Act, the township has 
to decide whether or not to allow one, some, 
or all five medical marihuana facilities into 
its jurisdiction. 

The facilities are: cultivation facilities, 
processor (creation of marihuana-based 
products), dispensaries, secure transporters 
and marijuana testing labs. 

There are also provisions in the law that 
provides for additional taxes and fees to 
the township from these facilities. 

Akers said the moratorium would give 
township officials time to study the 
situation and makes decisions. He said 
is the moratorium is approved, staff will 
work with the supervisor’s office, public 
safety, the planning commission, and legal 
counsel to develop a recommendation for 
the township board. 

The board discussed the moratorium 
during its work/study session on Dec. 19. 


The issue was presented at the Dec. 20 
regular board meeting by Matthew Best, 
deputy director of planning and economic 
development. He said after the six-month 
moratorium is over, the township could 
enact another six-month moratorium if it 
wasn’t ready to make its decisions. 

“We can see what’s facing Sumpter and 
we don’t want to go there,” said Trustee 
Sherry Frazier. 

“The State of Michigan passed a law and 
we’re living under the law,” said Supervisor 
McNamara. 

“We get a call every week and numerous 
calls about growing facilities,” he said. 

“Several people are looking to site 
growing facilities in our township,” Best 
agreed. 

In other business at the Dec. 20 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved the combination of five 
lots in the northeast corner of Denton 
and Michigan Avenue for a commercial 
development; 

e Approved the supervisor’s reappointment 
of Robert McKenna as a full member of the 
Board of Zoning Appeals with a term to 
expire Dec. 1, 2019; 

e Approved the supervisor’s reappointment 
of Angela Nettro, Juanita Jensen, Harry 
Roesch, and Loretta Speaks (alternate) to 
the Board of Review with terms to expire 
Dec. 31, 2018; 

e Approved the supervisor’s reappointment 
of Carol Thompson and Joan Franzoi to the 
planning commission with terms to expire 
Oct. 1, 2019; 

e Approved a resolution adopting the 
Downriver Utilities Wastewater Authority 
Service Agreement. Once the service 
agreement is approved by all 13 members 


of the authority it can get a credit rating, 
and issue bonds. Farther down the road 
each community can decide whether to be 
an Owner or customer; 

e Approved the Residential Field 
Appraiser job description and personal 
services agreement between Gina Dorazio 
and the township. Pay had already been 
approved in the budget as $35,360; 

e Approved the job description for Human 
Resource Director and the personal service 
agreement between Nicole D.W. Sumpter 
and the township. Pay had already been 
approved in the budget as $66,000; 

e Approved the job description and 
personal service agreement for Daniel 
Selman for the position of executive 
assistant to the supervisor on a 6-1 vote 
with Trustee Reggie Miller voting no. 
Pay of $50,000 was already approved in 
the budget. Trustee Miller said she voted 
no because, “I feel this is an executive 
position. Education is not a replacement 
for experience.” Selman had graduated 
from University of Michigan-Dearborn, 
with a degree in local government, but has 
no experience; 

e Heard Trustee White read a letter that 
was sent to all members of the board 
by George Deverich and also printed 
in the Independent. It concerned the 
previous board’s proposal to approve a 
fifth amendment to the host community 
agreement with Waste Management that 
eliminates free trash pickup and eliminates 
the golf course at the corner of Ecorse and 
Hannan, among other changes; 

e Heard Ernie Tozier, 9200 Hannan 
Road, say he wants those appointed to 
boards and commissions to be residents 
of the township. “I do not know a single 


commission member that doesn’t live in 
Van Buren Township,” McNamara said; 

e Heard Trustee Frazier say all jobs in 
the township should be posted inside and 
outside, “not just anoint people already 
working here and move them up.” That 
way “you can hold inside candidates up 
against outside candidates and say we made 
the right choice,” she said. Trustee Miller 
agreed she would support Frazier to make 
a motion on a policy for hiring. McNamara 
said since two trustees want this to be an 
agenda item on the next agenda it will be. 
Trustee White also agreed and said there 
could be a 90-day probationary period and 
try to get politics out of the system; and 

e Heard Tozier say he read the original 
landfill host community agreement with 
Waste Management and it documents that 
the landfill cannot be expanded past the 
golf course. McNamara said, “This board 
will be dealing with that in January. We will 
take a long time to review this. You may 
be right...We will have a big discussion.” 
Tozier said, “It'll be a major bill.” 

Long-Term Debt Fund 

At the work/study session of Dec. 19, 
the board discussed a recommendation by 
Treasurer Sharry Budd to create a Long- 
Term Debt Fund and transfer $4 million 
into it from: the General Fund, $2.5 million 
and from the landfill fund $1.5 million, 
and to also transfer $1 million in each 
following year, $500,000 from each fund. 
Budd said the 2015 audit recommended $4 
million be put into reserve and this will set 
the money aside into its own fund. This is 
scheduled for a vote at the Jan. 10 meeting 
of the township board. 


VBT Environmental Commission approves tighter coal tar rule

An amended coal tar ordinance that 
tightens up rules for applicators of driveway 
sealants was passed by the Van Buren 
Township Environmental Commission at 
its Dec. 21 meeting. 

The commission’s recommendation to 
pass the amended ordinance has been sent 
to the township board for consideration. 

The commission members hope to have 
the amended ordinance in place by the 
time driveways and parking lots are being 
resurfaced in the spring. 

At the Nov. 16 meeting of the commission 
there wasn’t a quorum, so although 
members present agreed with the draft 
wording, they couldn’t take a vote. At the 
Dec. 21 meeting there was a quorum. 

The changes included reducing the 
maximum amount of Polycyclic Aromatic 


Hydrocarbons (PAH) allowed to 1%, 
from the original 1%; addition of fines as 
penalties; and necessity for application 
contractors to be certified. 

“We got something started and others are 
following,” said Commission Chairman 
David Brownlee, referring to the coal tar 
ordinance VBT passed last December at 
the commission’s urging. VBT was the 
first municipality in the state to pass the 
ordinance, but soon others followed and 
most of them had tough penalties. 

“The target is not the residents, it’s the 
applicators.” 

He said the residents can’t buy buckets of 
driveway sealant with PAH, anyway, since 
Lowe’s, Home Depot, and other places no 
longer sell such mixtures. 

Brownlee said he went over sealant work 
done by a popular local applicator and his 
work failed Brownlee’s test for PAH. 


He said VBT has to order the number 
of pamphlets it wants available from the 
Huron River Watershed Council and get 
them distributed. The pamphlets cover the 
health and wellness issues of PAH and coal 
tar. He said in June, the city of Belleville 
sent out the pamphlets in its water bills. 

“We have to educate the community by 
March,” Brownlee said. And, he said, the 
township needs to notify the applicators that 
there will be a small stipend to register. 

“Many people don’t know about it,” said 
Commissioner Ron Merritt, noting his 
neighbors all know, but others he’s talked 
to do not know. 

“Education is the biggest enforcer,” 
Brownlee said. He said they are focusing 
on PAH not coal tar because manufacturers 
of the sealants change the name of the 
substance to avoid coal tar regulations. 

“I think it goes to the board of trustees 


next and we will move it as quickly as we 
can,” said Matthew Best, deputy director 
of planning and economic development. 

In other business at the Dec. 21 meeting, 
the commission: 

e Heard Best report that there has been a 
request from Marvin Lang to use biosolids 
from the Ann Arbor Waste Treatment plant 
on 45 acres of land owned by Richard 
Wallace on the northeast corner of Hull 
and Hoeft roads. The fertilizer is human 
waste in a slurry in a tank. Commissioner 
Debuck, a lifelong farmer, said it doesn’t 
smell unless it’s improperly put into the 
ground. Best said this substance has been 
used by farmers in the township in the past 
and if residents haven’t noticed it then, 
they won’t notice it now. It is used on cash 
crops like corn, beans, and soybeans and is 
“like recycling,” Debuck said;

On Christmas Eve the Treasurer of 
Sumpter Township Alan Bates had a heart 
attack and left us for a better place. His 
sudden passing was a shock to everyone 
who knew him and put a pall of sadness 
across the holiday in Sumpter. 

The Sumpter Township supervisor and 
board now must act quickly to fill this 
vacancy on the board within 45 days or the 
county or state will fill the position. 

Treasurer Bates, who spent many years 
as a trustee, had been appointed treasurer 
in 2014 and ran for first-time election to the 
office and was elected Nov. 8. 

Officials could choose Lydia Graber 
who came in second in the primary with 
just 133 fewer votes than Bates, but they 
probably won’t. Seated officials were quite 
curt to other Democrats who presumed to 
run against them. We doubt if they will 
invite any of them to the table. 

Since the total compensation for treasurer 
is about $30,000, no one with a good job 
within the township will want to move 
over to an elective position and make less, 
even with health care and a cell phone. The 
supervisor probably will accept the names 
of people who are interested in the job and 
then sort them out to see who will be best 
and recommend the name to the board. 

Alan Bates had deep roots in the 
community, built many of the homes in the 
township, gave countless hours of volunteer 
effort for parks and recreation, and had a 
college education. He will be very difficult 
to replace for such a key position. We wish 
officials well.

Dear Ms. Brennan: 

This letter is regarding the unacceptable 
quality of mail delivery service in Ypsilanti, 
Michigan. My office has received many 
complaints from constituents and city 
leaders have reached out to me personally. 

While it is understandable that there may 
be some delays during the busiest time of 
the year for the Postal Service, these issues 
seem to go well beyond what is expected 
for the normal holiday rush. Residents 
of Ypsilanti must be able to rely on fast, 
consistent mail service. 

The nature of the complaints fall in the 
following areas: 

e Mail is often being delivered after 8 
p.m. 

e Packages are being picked up after 
7 p.m. which leads to further delays in 
delivery. 

e Mail is not being delivered for days at 
a time. A large bundle of older mail is then 
delivered after several days.

JOSEPH CLEON AUGE?’ 

(August 16, 1924 — December 22, 2016) 
Joseph Cleon Auge’ went to be with the Lord 
on December 22, 2016. Joseph was born in St. 
Paul, Minnesota on August 16, 1924, the son 
of Joseph Henry Auge’ and Ethel (Johnson) 
Auge’. Joseph was very proud of his Minnesota 
roots and his Native American heritage. He was 
Mdewakanton Santee Sioux, the great-great 
grandson of Chief Wabasha, great-great nephew 
of Chief Little Crow, and a descendant of Joseph 
Renville -- all key figures in Minnesota history.

He 
began as a paratrooper testing experimental 
parachutes in the Army Air Corps, eventually 
joining the newly formed Air Force. As a 
military lifer who rose to the rank of Senior 
Master Sergeant, he proudly served in WWII 
and the Korean War. Following the wars he 
was stationed in Alaska, Japan and New York, 
then in Germany during the building of the 
Berlin Wall. Finally, he served as an Air Force 
recruiter in the greater Detroit area before 
eventually retiring from the military in 1967. 
After his military service, he entered a second 
career as a pipefitter with Union Local 370 in 
Flint, where he was an active member of the 
union’s governing body. When he retired for the 
second time, he moved to Donna, Texas where 
he resided until his illness brought him back to 
Michigan. 

Joseph’s proudest accomplishment was his 
devotion to his family. He married Esther 
Miriam (Franks) on January 18, 1945 and they 
remained together for 63 years until her death 
in 2008.

usual children’s rides at that point. 

“We want to maximize the family 
experience downtown,’ Dotson said, 
adding they would like to do this for the 
next Strawberry Festival. 

When asked if they really planned 20 
more rides, Dotson said it would be an 
additional one to 20 rides. 

“Looks like a parking nightmare,” said 
Fire Chief Loranger, who said he hadn’t 
seen these plans before the meeting. “The 
only way I have to get through with a fire 
truck is through Third Street.” 

Dotson said Police Chief Berriman 
expressed concern, too, when they talked 
earlier. 

“We want to make the Strawberry Festival 
better every year,” Dotson emphasized. 

Mayor Pro Tem Jack Loria asked if they 
were planning to put more games of chance 
on Main Street and Dotson said that was 
possible. 

Loria said he had a problem with the plan 
to move children’s rides from St. Anthony 
to Main Street. 

“I don’t think carney rides enhance the 
family experience,” Loria said. 

Chief Loranger said if they are blocked 
with rides they wouldn’t be able to see 
what’s going on down the side streets. It’s 
a safety problem, he said. 

“Im dead set against it,’ said Chief 
Berriman. “With rides on the side streets, 
we'll have people complaining about the 
noise.” 


DPW Chief Rick Rutherford, who said he 
hadn’t seen the proposal until this meeting, 
said by blocking Third Street with rides it 
would impede vendors from getting to their 
booths to load their vending spaces. 

While Dotson had presented the 
proposal for the Chamber, at this point in 
the discussion, immediate chamber past 
president Randy Brown took up defending 
the plan. 

Brown asked if kiddie rides on the side 
streets were OK and Chief Berriman said, 
“No.” 

“If we eliminated putting them on Third 
Street, you could have more rides on Fourth 
Street ... Like 21 rides,” Brown pushed. 

Planning commissioner John Juriga asked 
for a map of where they wanted to put 
rides. Henning had passed out the maps at 
the beginning of the discussion to members 
of the council and the press. Members of 
the audience did not get maps until Juriga 
asked. 

“We might be digging up Main Street 
by June for the library construction,” said 
Juriga, who also serves on the library 
board. 

“Once the library is built, Fourth Street 
won't be available,” said Mayor Kerreen 
Conley. 

Kim Tindall asked how many kids 
rides are on Main Street now and she was 
told about 10 plus the ferris wheel. She 
suggested they use the bank parking lot 
and a lot at the corner of Third and Main. 

Chief Loranger asked, “If you take away 
parking from the residents, where are they 
going to park?”

“The council certainly does not support 
rides in proximity to residences and taking 
away parking,” said Mayor Conley. “I’m 
not comfortable about voting on it. Jack 
[Loria] isn’t comfortable or Tom Smith 
either.” That made a majority of the 
council. 

Councilman Tom Fielder, who is president 
of the festival board, said games of chance 
can be replaced by more family friendly 
games. 

“Is it necessary to have children’s rides 
at St. Anthony?” he asked. “We could keep 
some up there.” He suggested expanding 
the vendor booths further up Main Street. 

“If you go too far up, the parade route’s 
gone,” Mayor Conley said. 

Chief Loranger asked if they planned 
to take away craft space for more ride 
space and Dotson said that was not their 
intention. 

Councilman Jesse Marcotte said he would 
like to see something more specific before 
he would vote. 

“Does the chamber have to come to the 
city for more rides on private property?” 
Brown asked, specifying the bank and 
Woody’s property. 

Former City Councilwoman Tindall 
pointed out the city has a carnival ordinance 
which is very specific where exactly rides 
are allowed. 

“You need a comprehensive plan of where 
the carnival is going to be,” Mayor Conley 
said to Brown, who is the chamber’s liaison 
to the festival committee. 

Tindall said rather than losing crafters, 
from Frosty Boy to 5 Points is empty and 
the vendors could travel south and the 
whole thing could move two blocks south. 

“In the last two years there has been space 
there,” Tindall said and Mayor Conley said 
it has been empty a lot longer than that. 

As long as they were talking about the 
festival, Mayor Conley said the quality of 
vendors has deteriorated. 

“The quality of vendors has gone way 
down,” Mayor Conley repeated. 

Juriga agreed, saying it resembles “a 
Florida flea market.” 

Mayor Conley said they could have more 
people at the festival if there were better 
vendors. 

“We will bring those comments to the 
next Strawberry Festival meeting,” Dotson 
said. 
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Tindall said maybe they could offer 
something to do for the family that doesn’t 
cost $10, $20, or $30. She said no longer is 
there any free entertainment. If kids want 
to see the leopard, that costs money and 
rides cost money. 

Tindal said if, for example, families got 
to see the Animal Magic show for free, 
they would have money to spend on other 
things downtown. 

Planning Commissioner Kelly Bates said 
she has been a volunteer for years at Art in 
the Park in Plymouth and they have free 
items for the kids to do, including Home 
Depot coming out teaching how to do 
things. 

“T’d be glad to give you a list of these 
businesses to improve the offerings,” Bates 
said and Dotson said to give it to Fielder 
since Fielder chairs the festival. 

Fielder said at the first of the year they 
begin going over what happened last year 
and begin planning the upcoming festival. 

In other business at the Dec. 19 meeting, 
the council: 

e Discussed the special events ordinance 
and set a Jan. 3 public hearing and vote. 
Fielder has prepared the ordinance, with 
some input, and Tindall had typed up his 
hand-written document and put it in order. 
Councilman Marcotte said he wanted 
a section for emergency suspension or 
cancellation of activities for public safety 
reasons. Brown asked, “Who pays for it 
if you guys cancel it?” It was suggested 
insurance policies may have that covered. 
Also, Bates asked for a section having a 
charge if cleanup isn’t done after the event. 
Juriga said he went to the florist and saw 
tape markers for festival booths still on 
the curb and suggested a $100 fee for that. 
“If you put on all these fees, you’ll push 
people out,” Brown warned; 

e Discussed the zoning ordinance 
amendment regarding B-2 Building 
Height, as recommended by the planning 
commission and set the item for action on 
the next agenda, Jan. 3. A public hearing 
had already been held by the planning 
commission. Marcotte was a member of the 
subcommittee that reviewed the issue and 
he said, “Every time a developer comes in, 
we shouldn’t rush to throw out our Master 
Plan. After speaking to a lot of the people 
in the community ... they thought a one-

John Toth. 

Clarita Po sued following a raid in August 
on her home and her husband’s marijuana 
grow house. She was jailed and then 
released without any charges filed. 

Clarita Po’s attorney Ronald Reese Ruark 
agreed to withdraw Sumpter Township’s 
and Supervisor John Morgan’s names from 
the case as defendants based on Michigan’s 
law on governmental immunity. 

Judge Colombo said discovery and 
depositions will run until April 14. The 
case will mediate in June and then a 
settlement conference will be held 42 days 
later, sometime in the late summer.

The only defendant left in the case is 
Sumpter Township Police Detective John 
Toth who led the raid on the house and 
grow facilities. On Dec. 16 Judge Colombo 
denied Toth’s motion to dismiss Clarita 
Po’s case against him. 

The McGraw Morris law firm, the 
township’s insurance attorney, is 
representing Det. Toth. 

Clarita Po’s lawsuit demands a jury trial. 

Attorney Ruark’s son, Scott Richard 
Ruark, recently was admitted to the 
Michigan bar, and he and his father are 
representing Nelson Po on the criminal 
charge of delivering / manufacturing 5-45 
kilograms of marijuana on Aug. 16 at the 
Pos’ home at 45025 Harris Road. 

The Dec. 16 final conference and motion 
hearing before Judge Ulysses Boykin at 
the Frank Murphy Hall of Justice was to be 
held with a substitute judge sitting in, since 
Boykin was on vacation. 

But the substitute judge said he did not 
wish to act on these motions, adjourning 
the case until Jan. 6 when Boykin is back. 

A jury trial on the felony charge is set 
for Jan. 26 before Judge Boykin. If found 
guilty, Po could be imprisoned for 7 years 
and/or pay a fine of $500,000. 

Scott Ruark drafted a motion to be 
presented Jan. 6 to dismiss the charge 
against Nelson Po based upon entrapment. 
He will be arguing his motion to dismiss. 

Scott Ruark will argue that the Deferred 
Prosecution Agreement, signed by Sumpter 
Township and Po on Nov. 3, 2015, is an 
illegal drug deal — 200 pounds of marijuana 
for $40,000 — and that Sumpter Township 
used it to entrap Nelson Po into breaking 
the law. 

“Look at it this way,” said defense 
attorney Ronald Ruark last week. “If the 
200 pounds of marijuana was legal, it never 
should have been sold for $40,000. That’s 
extortion. It should have been returned to 
its rightful and legal owner. 

“If the 200 pounds of marijuana was 
illegal, it never should have been sold for 
$40,000. That’s an illegal drug transaction.

e Approved water tank repair for fire 
truck #451, at a cost of about $2,000, 
rather than the water tank replacement for 
$15,900 that would have required a transfer 
from fund balance to accomplish. Chief 
Loranger said he put the replacement on 
the expenditure list to underline the need 
for a capital fund to replace fire equipment 
that he has asked for many times in the 
past. He said the truck, that goes out on 
every run, is not worth $30,000, but its 
500-gallon tank is leaking and flooding the 
fire hall and gets to fires not quite full. “I 
want you to understand we need to rely on 
this piece of equipment and it is part of the 
ISO rating, as well,” Loranger said, adding 
he is not sure how long a repair would last. 
Fielder made an amendment to the motion 
to pay all accounts payable to approve 
“appropriate repairs” to the tank, unless 
funds are available from other sources 
than fund balance to replace the tank. The 
motion passed unanimously; and 

e Went into closed session with the city 
attorney to discuss pending litigation, and 
came out into regular session to accept 
the MMRMA settlement of $75,000 
recommended in the trip and fall by Jane 
Walzack on a sidewalk along Clarence 
Street. The council also went into a second 
closed-door session to discuss pending 
union negotiations and made no decisions 
in open session.

Bernardo Keith Frye, 54, had been 
lodged in the Wayne County Jail with bond 
of $5,000/10% on a charge of operating 
while intoxicated-third and failure to stop 
at a property damage accident (attended 
vehicle) on April 14, 2007 in Van Buren 
Township.

Best said a huge binder full of 
information is available for people to read at the 
township clerk’s office to get all the information 
on its operation, but, “Nothing has changed in 
the facility. They are just renewing their permit.” 
Best said, “We would be in violation of the host 
agreement if we opposed this without talking to 
them.” He said Carrie and Sylvia of US Ecology 
would be glad to come to a commission meeting 
to discuss the permit. 

Before the meeting started, commission 
members, staff, and former commission 
member Jeff Jahr gathered to eat a potluck 
holiday dinner, featuring Jahr’s pizza.

Critical of VBT’s 
proposed ordinance 


To the Editor: 

A lake property owner brought to my 
attention that VBT has sent out a letter to all 
lake property owners concerning a hearing 
on Jan. 25, 2017 at VBT Township Hall 
about passing a lake property ordinance. 
The township backed off from this hot 
issue before the election, but now they have 
proceeded with their type of business as 
usual, and seek to sneak this thing through 
in the dead of winter -- after the election! 

I remember sending a letter to you on 
Sept. 2, when I was a candidate for Trustee, 
“Hands Off Lake Property,” but it must 
have gotten lost, or you didn’t have enough 
space. As this issue has resurfaced, perhaps 
you will print it below: 


To the Editor: 

I seek to inform the electorate on where 
I stand in relation to lake property owner’s 
issues. I will stand on a “hands off” 
position, for the following reasons: 

1. The original land grants from the United 
States government “guarantees to his heirs 
and assigns forever” the land granted to 
the buyer, which included all the land up 
to the original river bed, and including 
riparian rights. It should be noted that these 
are considered to be allodial titles, which

means tax free, but that is another issue. 
The land in question (under the lake) has 
never been legally condemned and eminent 
domained for “public use.” Ever. 

2. Next, VBT should consider that there 
are enough roadblocks (DNR/DEQ) to lake 
owners to improve upon their property and 
raise its taxable value, and more restrictions 
would hinder such upward assessment. 

3. Lately VBT has been destroying 
structures and putting property liens on land 
titles for that destruction.

4. I see no good changes that can result 
from this arbitrary power grab, other than 
getting more money into township coffers 
to pay for, let’s say, some of their other 
irresponsibilities to the taxpayers, like 
maybe the Visteon Fiasco. And that’s not 
really a good reason, from the taxpayers’ 
perspective. 

HANDS OFF! I say, and VOTE NO ON 
ALL MILLAGES! It is time the electorate 
tightened the purse strings on the public 
carnivores, and made them conform to 
the will of the People, who are staggering 
under the weight of their tax burden and 
misspending. 

And, I would like to see the Edison Dam 
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electrical sale issues reexamined to better 
taxpayer yield.

$200 or so overall. We have to live on 
$200, or more, less than in 2016 and we 
still can’t get help in the growing cost of 
the medicine we take. 

But they can still get those $1,500 chairs 
they never use in the Congress building. 
They rarely go in due to the local golf 
game. 

Come on, older Americans. Let’s get 
what they promised us and make them 
accountable for their promise to our 
forefathers.
